TD RESUME WORK 
~ PENDING INQUIRY 


‘Should Labor Mee Meeting Fail to 
Appoint Committee, Presi- 
dent Wilson May Name In-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—Unani- 
mous agreement alone can bring 
about the proclamation of any prin- 
ciple or set of principles as reflecting 
the attitude of the Industrial Peace 
Conference now in session. That 
‘means the temporary defeat of the 
resolution presented by the labor 
group for the appointment of a spe- 
clal committee to settle the steel 
strike, but only temporary. For, 
while the committee of 15 composed 
of five persons from each of the three 
groups representing capital, 


agree on what should be done with 
this test resolution, a final vote by 
each of the groups is not going to be 
taken until the whole question is 
ed out in open conference with 
all delegates present. 
And the labor group stands ready 
to point out that the hope of estab- 
lishing peace in the industrial world 
is very slim if the present confer- 
ence should decline to appoint a 
committee to investigate a specific 
situation. The steel workers, through 
their representatives, apparently are 
ready to go back to work immedi- 
ately upon the appointment of a 
committee, without being bound, of 
course, to stay at work if they dis- 
like the findings. What has been 
proposed is really a postponement of 


the strike. It may be also that the 
President of the United States may 


take the action which the labor 
group is asking—namely, the ap- 
pointment of a committee to investi- 
gate the matter, pending the out- 


‘come of the industrial peace confer- 


ence. 

The executive authority has al- 
ready made such requests through 
the Department of Labor, and with 
the illness of the President, Secre- 
tary Wilson might act for the Presi- 


dent.

Even though the employers’ group 
presented their ideas at the session 
today as to what should constitute 
the basis of a satisfactory relation-

Much Discussion Needed. 

I merely give these opposite points 
of view to show that at the outset 
capital and labor have expressed 
the time-worn matters of dispute. | 
Each side, however, has stated them 
a little more carefully and with an | 
evident desire to go as far as possi- 
ble to recognize the rights of human 
beings in a political democracy. But | 
the first proposals are nevertheless | 
opposite, and much work and dis- 
cussion is going to be needed to 
bring about harmony. 


As stated at the beginning of this 
article, however, unanimous agree- 
ment is required—this is, after opin- 
ion inside of a group is determined | 
by majority vote and the ballot of | 
each group is cast as a unit, all three | 
groups must cast their final vote the | 
Same way to cnake any proposal 
binding on the conference. | 

It was the same way at the Paris | 
peace conference. Every nation had | 
a right to interpose objections—and 
no voting occurred. Everything was | 
done by agreement. If points of view | 
were absolutely opposed, compro-. 
mises and concessions were made to | 
get agreement. That's why certain 
features of the peace treaty are de- 
plored by some of the mon who 
signed it. It was agreement or dis- 
ruption and no one wanted to take! 
the responsibility of breaking up the | 
peace conference if the point of view | 
of his nation was not accepted. So 
it is with the industrial peace con- 
ference. If harmonious and unani- 
mous agreement is impossible, who 
would be responsible for the break- 
up? The public or capital or labor? 

While labor is asking a great deal, 
it will be satisfied with something 
less. It is not yet known how far 
the employers are willing to go to 
obtain an acceptance of their views, 
or to agree to concessions. Labor is 
easier to tell about for the group is 
more cohesive—the leadership of 
Samuel Gompers is acknowledged 
even by the railroad brotherhoods. 
But the employers—consisting of 
farmers, investment , bankers, whole- 
sale and retail men and other classes 
—are not so cohesive. Time alone 
can bring out a crystallization of 
views and next week should see the 
beginning of an open discussion that 
will develop the divergence or con- 
vergence of views inside all three 


groups.

Presents Remedy 
For Labor Unrest 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.— 

OHN D. ROCKEFELLER, 
Jos cure for industrial unrest, 

presented to the Industrial 
Conference yesterday is as fol- 
lows: 

“Whereas, the common ground 
of agreement and action with re- 
gard to the future conduct of in- 
dustry and the development of a 
new relationship between capital 
and labor, which the President 
sought in calling this conference, 
can be discovered only as we ap- 
proach the problem in the spirit 
of justice, brotherhood, and of 
willingness tc put one’s self in 
the other man’s place, the com- 
ing of which means the substitu- 
tion of confidence for distrust, of 
good will for enmity, of co-op- 
eration for antagonism; and 

“Whereas, this spirit can be 
developed only by the resump- 
tion of personal relations be- 
tween employer and employe or 
the nearest approach thereto; 
and 

“Whereas, some form of rep- 
resentation in industry is neces- 
sary in order to make personal 
relations possible under modern 
industrial conditions; now, there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, that this confer- 
ence recognizes and approves the 
principle of representation in in- 
dustry under which the employes 
shall havé an effective voice in 
determining their terms of em- 
ployment and their working and 
living conditions; and be it Tur- 
ther 

“Resolved, that just what form 
representation shall take in such 
individual plant or. corporation, 
so long as it be a method which 
is effective and just, is a ques- 
tion to be determined by the par- 
ties concerned in the light of the 
facts in each particular instance; 
and be it further 

“Resolved, that any form of 
representation, to be adequate, 
must include: (1) Ample provi- 
sion whereby the stockholders 
and the employes, through their 
respective representatives, shall 
give current consideration to 
enatters of common interest, such 
as terms of employment and 
working and living conditions: 
(2.) and such further provisions, 
if any, aS may be necessary to 
insure the prompt uncovering of 
grievances, real or alleged, and 
their speedy adjustment.

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ONE PLANK MISSING. 


There is nothing revolutionary in the labor plat- 
form submitted to the Industrial Conference by Sam- 
uel Gompers, president of the American Federation of 
Labor. It includes: 

Right of wage earners to organize. 

Right of collective bargaining. 

Right of wage earners to be represented by rep- 
resentatives of their own choOosing in negotia- 
tions with employers. 

Freedom of speech, of the press and of assem- 
blage. 

Right of employers to organize and bargain col- 
lectively. 

Minimum eight-hour day, with one day of rest 
in each week, and with a half-holiday on Satur- 
day encouraged, and overtime discouraged. 

Payment of a living wage. 

Women to receive the same pay as men for equal 
work. 

Prohibition of labor for children under 16 years 
of age. 

Although some employers evade or deny some of 
the rights asserted in the platform in specific in- 
stances, the general public concedes them. Freedom 
of speech, press and assemblage are constitutional 
rights. The eight-hour law is recognized as a just 
demand and is the rule of the Federal Government. 
The Federal Government and the governments of the 
states have legislation against child labor. The 
democratization of industry by the participation of 
wage ers in controlling wages and conditions of 
work is advocated by the President and supported 
by many public men and heads of industries. 

There is, however, one plank bound up with the 
right to organize and the right of collectively bar- 
gaining as a logical corollary, which is conspicuously 
missing. This plank, which would round out the 
assertion of rights with a statement of obligation, is 
the following: 

The enforcement of contracts and agreements 
made by representatives of labor organizations in 
collective bargaining. 

All rights have corresponding duties and obliga- 
tions. With the right to organize and of organiza- 
tions to bargain collectively go the duty and obliga- 
tion to respect and keep inviolate the bargain made 
collectively. Of what value is the right of collective 
bargaining if the resulting contract or agreement is 
violated at will? Who will care to enter into a col- 
lective agreement which is treated as “a scrap of 
paper” by the members of organizations doing the 
bargaining? 

Labor organizations have violated agreements and 
contracts. They have refused to obey the orders or 
to respect the contracts of their own self-chosen rep- 
resentatives. A large number of railroad shopmen, 
within the past three months, struck in violation of 
agreements and contrary to the orders of their offi- 
cers. The miners have been recalcitrant and now 
the New York longshoremen, in flagrant violation of 
an agreement to abide by arbitration, are out on a 


their union, who denounces their action as a breach 
of faith and a disastrous blow at the labor urgion. 

Mr. O’Connor is right in declaring that “the very 
existence of any union depends on carrying out 
agreements entered into with employers.” The throw- 
ing away of such a principle, he says, means only one 
thing—‘“disintegration of unions.” 

All of this is true. Violating contracts and agree- 
ments brings labor organizations into contempt and 
is suicidal. No one will deal with irresponsible power 
and respect the rights of men who disregard the 
rights of others and fail to keep faith. 

There is another phase of the question. Unions 
which violate contracts and agreements not only de- 
stroy themselves and forfeit their rights, but they 
invade the rights of others and injure them. They 
wrong employers who are victims of bad faith and 
bring hardship upon the public. They strike down 
the fundamental principles of democracy and menace 
all law and order. 

Not only must there be in labor organizations the 
will to keep faith, but, for the protection of those 
lwith whom they bargain collectively and of public 
interests, there must be collective good faith. 

There must be responsibility under law for con- 
tracts which should be enforceable by law, with 
penalties amd compensation for violations. In as- 
serting rights and demanding their recognition, labor 
cannot afford to deny duties and obligations. It 
must submit to regulations governing individuals and 
organizations tn all other relations. 
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HEARINGS ON THE $22,000,000 LOAN. 

This week's hearing on the proposed municipal bond 
issue was attended by only a small number of per- 
sons. Do St. Louisans understand the nature and 
scope of the proposal? Plans to increase the city debt 
by $22,000,000 are not brought forward every day. The 
proceeds of the loan are to be devoted to a variety of 
improvements.

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OUR NEEDLESS FIRE LOSSES. 


Carelessness in various ways, causing needless loss 
by fire, is costing us here in Missouri approximately 
$33,000 a day, the total loss amounting to more than 
$12,000,000 in 1918. This is an annual per capita loss 
of $3.50, which is more per capita than the average 
for the United States. Owing to the heavy losses, 
our fire insurance rates are exceeded only by those 
of Arkansas and Texas. And, it must be borne in 
mind, we and not the insurance companies pay these 
losses. The average property owner, who may ex- 
ercise care, Must pay out every year much more 
than he need pay if everyone would pay attention to 
the simple rules for fire prevention. 

Investigation having shown that at least 75 per 
cent of all fires are caused by carelessness or negli- 
gence, the campaign wf education by the Chamber of 
Commerce should be of great benefit in awakening 
public interest and in instructing the people, and 
especially the children, how to prevent fires. The 
program of education on fire prevention, for the 
schools, is quite as important as the Safety First pro- 
gram, which has been so ably carried out. Loss by 
fire too frequently involves loss of life as well as 
property. 

As the experience of 35 states which have Fire Mar- 
shals has shown that it pays to have such officers, in 
the reduction of fires and consequently of insurance 
rates, the Underwriters’ Association should receive 
public support in its efforts to have the office of Fire

The first payment of $5,125,000 in gold on a bill of 
$158,000,000 due us from Germany for food furnished 
during months succeeding the armistice has been 
brought to this country from Antwerp om the Amer 
ican destroyer Laub. 

Some curious coins were discovered in this gold 


when it came to be examined. At least a considerable | 
quantity was found to consist of French napoleons, 
and English sovereigns. France and England have | 
not been making any loans to Germany lately, but) 
Germany is paying its pressing debts for the means | 
of existence in French and British coinaze. And this 
coinage is discovered to bear the date of 1870 or pre- 
vious years. 

Identification of the gold, of course, became easy. 
These are, im part, the veritable coins in which. 
crushed France paid the heavy indemnity forced on 
her after the Franco-Prussian War of 1870-71. She. 
was required to pay 1,000,000,000 francs at once and 
4,000,000,000 more within three years. London belped | 
to finance the obligation, which was paid in fall be- 
fore due, that the German troops might be withdrawn 
who were holding certain districts until its liquida- 
tion.

The Seventeenth Army Corps 
and the First Reserve Corps came 
up (Aug. 26) In the rear of the 
Narew Army, which was advanc- 
ing from Neidenburg to Allenstein. 
(These corps were about 20 to 26 
miles to the east of Allenstein, 
facing south; while the general 
Russian advance was facing north- 
westward.) In this way the two 
corps exposed their rear without 
adequate protection to Rennen- 
kampf's army, which was only two 
or three days’ march away (less 
than 40 miles to the northeast). 

When the battle began in real 
earnest on the 27th and in contrast 
to previous wars, was not finished 
in one day, but continued until the 
30th, Rennenkampf’s formidable 
host hung like a threatening thun- 
der-cloud to the northeast He 
need only have closed with us and 
we should have been beaten. But 
Rennenkampf brought his army 
forward over the Allenburg-Ger- 
dauen-Nordenberg line so slowly 
that we had time to win a brilliant 
victory. 

Only the First Cavalry Division 
remained in contact with Rennen- 
kampf, near Schippenbeil and to 
the south. From this division, also, 
on the 26th, the First Cavalry 
Brigade received the order to ad- 
vance via Rossel on Sensburg. 

Accordingly, from the 27th of 
August onwards, only two cavalry 
bricades stood between Lake Mau- 
er and the River Pregel, facing 24 
very strong infantry and several 
cavalry divisions of Ronnen- 
kampf's. The defensive chain of 
lakes was thus open on the west, 
and in any case it would havs 
been quité easy to turn it and com- 
pletely isolate Konigsberg. 

Few knew the anxiety with 
which I watched the Niemen Army 
during those long days. 

(Russian divisions were organ- 
ized on a basis of about 15,000 
men and two formed an army 
corps, which, with added troops, 
ran as high as 40,000 men. Thus 
Rennenkampf probably had a min- 
imum, with his 24 infantry and 
several cavalry divisions, of 400,- 
000 men, who were held up by 
about 8000 to 10,000 cavalry.)

Still further 
back to the left, and pushed west, 
the First Corps, covered by several 
cavalry divisions, was moving 
through Miawa and Soldau, against 
Lautenberg and Strasburg (50 and 
65 miles southwest of Allenstein. 
The battle line there was thus 
about $0 miles. This represented 
six army corps and other forces in 
the advance battle line, about 250,- 
000 men at the minimum.) 

It was a question of breaking up 
this movement of the enemy by an 
attack from the west with the 
southern group of the LBighth 
Army. It was a great temptation 
to attack simultaneously south of 
Soldau, in order to surround the 
First Russian Corps as well. The 


defeat of the Narew army, in con- 


junction with the advance of the 
Seventh A. C. and First R. C., 
could thus have been absolutely 
annihilating, but the forces at my 
disposal were insufficient. 

Must Attack and Not Fail 

In order to allow the Seven- 
teenth A. C. and the First. R.»C. 
(concentrating on the Russian 
right flank 25 miles northeast of 
Allenstein) to make their full 
striking power felt, the other 
groups of the Eighth Army had, of 
course, to attack. And whatever 
happened they had not to let 
themselves be beaten. 

The reinforced Twentieth A. C. 
had passed through difficult and 
exhausting days. On the 23d it 
stood, facing south, on the heights 
northeast of Gilgenburg, while the 
enemy was approaching from Nei- 


_denburg, that is, from the south- 


east. The Third Reserve Division 
was still assembling. The First A. 
C. had just begun to detrain near 
Deutsch-Eylau. 

Gen. von Scholtz was success- 
ful in beating off superior enemy 
forces, but whilst holding the 
heights east of Gilgenburg he was 
obliged to withdraw his left flank 
sharply west of Hohenstein, about 
as far as Mulen. Although un- 
comfortable for the troops, this 
movement had its good points, 
for the Russians thought they 
had won. They did not believe in 
any further German resistance, stil! 
less in a German attack. They 
Saw the road open into German 
territory east of the Vistula. 

On the 24th we got into touch 
with Gen. von Scholtz and actual- 
ly’ met him at Tannenberg. He 


army group would have had the 
most distressing consequences, 
both for refugees and soldiers.

On the 24th and 25th of August 
our headquarters were at Rosen- 
berg, and on the 26th at Lobau.

On the evening of the 26th the 
positions of both sides were some- 
what as follows: 

Gen. von Muh!lmann—who had 
the First A. C. under his orders, 
with portions of the garrisons of 
the Vistula fortresses—was in Lan- 
tenberg and Strasburg, in close 
touch with enemy cavalry. The 
First A. C. itself had been concen- 
trated at the south of Montowo, 
and had fought its way as far as 
Usdau, which was strongly held by 
the Russian First Corps. Gen. von

To the right wing of the rein- 
forced Twentieth A. C. had been 
allotted the task of attacking Us- 
dau from the north, and then join- 
ing hands with the First Army 
Corps in its later advance upon 
Neidenburge. ‘The Forty-first In- 
fantry Division was to marcb upon 
Waplitz from Gross Gardienen, 
while on their left a Landwehr 
brigade, the Third Reserve Divi- 
sion, and the Thirty-seventh In- 
fantry Division were simultaneous- 
ly to attack Waplitz and Hohen- 
stein on a line running north from 
Muhlen. 

Russians Were itn Allenstein. 

The enemy had pushed forward 
on the whole front and had occu- 
pied Allenstein. 

Von der Goltz’s Landwehr Dfvi- 
sion, which had been placed at our 
disposal by the general headquar- 
ters, was coming up near Osterode 
and Biessellen. This division came 
from Schleswig-Holstein, where 
up to now it had been employed in 
guarding the canal and the coast 
It was to take Hohenstein from 
the northwest. 

The First Reserve Corps reached 
the neighborhood of Seeburg on 
the 26th. The Seventeenth Army 
Corps had been engaged with a di- 
vision of the Russian Sixth Corps 
between Lautern and Gr. Bossau, 
north of Bischofsburg, and had 
driven it back in the direction of 
Bischofsburg. The Sixth Land- 
webr Brigade, which had advanced 
on the 24th and 25th from Lotzen 
to the northwest of Bischofsburg, 
had taken a successful part in the 
action.
